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THOSE NEWS CONTRACTS 


Negotiations Now On in Order to Har- 
monize All Interests. 


Plan of Adjustment Said to Be Broad—Perkins, Goodwin & 
Co. Now Supplying Chicago Tribune and Philadelphia 
Telegraph, and International Paper Company Supply- 
ing Boston Herald—Many Matters to Be Considered. 


Negotiations are on this week for an amicable adjust- 
ment of the differences between the International Paper 
Company and Perkins, Goodwin & Co., growing out of the 
contracts recently taken by the latter for supplying the 
Chicago Tribune, the Boston Herald and the Philadelphia 
Telegraph with news paper. 

The present plan of adjustment is said to be a broad 
one, embodying, so it is said, a general understanding 
whereby the element of disturbing competition between the 
factors will be eliminated. Nothing definite, however, can 
be said to have been accomplished along the line of the 
negotiations so far. Some progress looking to an agree- 
ment, as indicated, has evidently been made. Within a 
week it is thought likely that a positive announcement can 
be made in regard to the plan now under consideration. 
The delay in coming to an agreement, it is surmised, is due 
to the fact that there are at least four interests involved, 
namely, the International Paper Company, Perkins, Good- 
win & Co., the independent manufacturers of news paper 
and lastly the publishers who have made the contracts re- 
ferred to. To bring all parties together by means of a sat- 
isfactory compromise is not an easy task. But that some 
common basis of agreement will be found goes without 
saying as, for the present at least, all hands have some- 
thing to gain by compromise. An early adjustment of the 
matter in dispute may therefore be looked for. Just what 
form the understanding will take is as yet, of course, 
purely a matter of speculation. In regard to it, however, 
it would not be surprising if Perkins, Goodwin & Co., in 
name at least, retained two of the big contracts without 
definite mention being made as to what company’s paper 
was to be furnished to the Chicago and Philadelphia dailies. 
In taking other contracts and in doing some business in 
news paper, it is also surmised that the Duane street house 
will not in the future be so handicapped for news as it has 
been for the past year. As to the production of certain 
New York mills which have recently gone into news paper, 
it is considered possible that the 100 tons made by them 
daily could be marketed to better advantage by a large 
company rather than by a smaller one acting independently. 
The foregoing, however, might all be considered satisfac- 
tory terms to three parties, but as the fourth, the publish- 
ers, must also acquiesce, the closing of the deal lags. The 
fact, however, that publishers must have paper of a satis- 
factory quality will no doubt be used as an inducement 
for them to accept such paper regardless of its maker, 
rather than paper which does not please them so well but 
which does not bear the label of a particular mill. 


The matters referred to above all arose from the shift- 
ing of contracts by a number of the leading publishers of 
the country. The New York Herald contract, it will be 
recalled, was recently taken by the Great Northern Paper 
Company. The Boston Herald, the Chicago Tribune and 
the Philadelphia Telegraph were taken by Perkins, Good- 
win & Co., of New York. The Philadelphia Inquirer and 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch were taken by the Berlin 
Mills, of Berlin, N. H. All of these contracts represent 
a change from the old source of supply. Naturally the 
changes caused considerable disturbance in the news mar- 
ket. The Boston Herald, according to reports, refused to 


accept more than one delivery under its contract with 
Perkins, Goodwin & Co., changing back the next day to 
the International Paper Company. Because of this action 
the bringing of lawsuits was predicted. These, if brought, 
would, of course, further complicate the situation. An un- 
derstanding between the parties as outlined above will in- 
volve a settlement of the Boston Herald dispute. 

When asked on Tuesday if Perkins, Goodwin & Co. were 
now furnishing paper to the Chicago Tribune and the 
Philadelphia Telegraph, Major Ackerman, of that firm, said: 

“We are supplying both dailies with paper under our con- 
tracts with the publishers of them.” 

Being asked about a possibility of a compromise being 
made and some understanding being reached with the 
International Paper Company in regard to certain con- 
tracts, the major said: 

“All things are possible, you know, but no such under- 
standing as you refer to has been reached as yet.” 

At the offices of the International Paper Company one 
of the officials said that, judging from the presence there of 
certain visitors (who were at that time in sight in the 
corridor), “there must be something doing. I guess all 
will be serene in a little while.” 


Lockout at Groveton. 


Lancaster, N. H., January 14, 1905.—More than 100 
union men employed by the Odell mills at Groveton have 
been locked out, because of their refusal to run the mill 
last Saturday night, in defiance of the company’s order. 

The men declare it is a violation of the union rules 
to work Saturday nights. There are a few non-union 
men employed, but as these were not sufficient to run the 
mill it has been closed. The pulp mill operated by the 
company is still running. The union men employed in that 
department may also be called out. 


Holyoke Water Decreasing. 


Western Massachusetts Office }

Holyoke mills are running this week without restric- 
tions, although there is a probability that before the week 
has passed they will be confined to 50 per cent. surplus. 

The flashboards on the new dam were carried away 
last week by the breaking up of the ice above the dam. 
The boards will be replaced as soon as possible by the 
Holyoke Water Power Company. 

Mills outside of Holyoke have sufficient water to keep 
them running through the week. Ferry. 


Pulp Mill Shut Down. 


Hartrorp City, Ind., January 12, 1905.—After sixteen 
years of continual operation the pulp mill department of the 
Hartford City Paper Company ceased operations yesterday, 
throwing out of employment about twenty men. Since 
the company has been compelled to use coal instead of 
natural gas to manufacture pulp from wood shipped from 
Northern Michigan, it has found that it can buy the 
pulp cheaper from the mills of Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. The-first intimation that the company had 
decided to abandon the mill was made last week when the 
company advertised it would no longer buy wood. The 
pulp mill will probably be dismantled and moved away. 


Paper Men Indorse Quarles-Cooper Bill.

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REPORTS ON DEMAND AND PRICES. 


The Volume of Trade Is Constantly Increasing—Prices as 
a Rule Are Firm—The Outlook Regarded 
as Satisfactory.

In the New York market trade is generally reported as 
being “pretty good” this week. While some of the business 
that is being done is acknowledged to be on old orders that 
have been hanging fire for some time, still the new de- 
mand is said to be better than is usually the case at this 
time of the year. All grades of paper share in the revival 
of trade which started in two weeks ago. In addition to 
the present satisfactory condition of the market the sellers 
of paper say that the outlook for a good business is prom- 
ising. Quotations on all grades of paper continue firm despite 
the bearish effect of the low bids on the Government con- 
tracts, which were opened at Washington, D. C., last week. 
Both the dealers and the mill men join in the good report 
concerning business conditions. All hands say that the 
new year starts out all right from a business standpoint. 
In news paper there is at this time somewhat more compe- 
tition than has been the case for a long time. The in- 
creased production of news paper over last year may have 
something to do with the present stir in the news market. 
Lower prices are reported on news paper. Side runs of 
news also seem to be more plentiful than heretofore. The 
quotations on the latter range from 2.05 to 2.15 cents. 
Wrapping papers of all kinds are reported firmer than any 
of the other kinds of paper. As a rule, the manufacturers 
are living up to the change in the basis of weight. This, 
of course, is equivalent to an advance in prices. The de- 
mand for book papers continues good, with prices un- 
changed. The fact that two new machines have just been 
started on book papers, together with the low bidding for 
the Government contracts, is being used as a bear 
argument by buyers of book papers. Notwithstanding 
these arguments the market on book papers is firm, prin- 
cipally because the mills have a few weeks’ run ahead. New 
orders for book are now more numerous, so it is reported. 
In writings the situation has improved considerably within 
the past ten days. On both regular and special orders the 
dealers complain that they cannot get the mills to make 
deliveries in time. This fact is considered good evidence 
that the demand for writings is better than it was last 
month. Tissue papers continue in good demand at the old 
prices. Box boards are still reported in poor demand, with 
prices rather low.

Holyoke Mills Running on New Orders.

There is little change in the condition of trade over 
that reported last week and most of the mills are running 
slack. It cannot be stated, however, that business is 
dull, as manufacturers say there are orders enough com- 
ing in to keep them going.

The American Writing Paper Company has a fair trade 
and business in many of its divisions are reported to be 
running full, while in a few business is fair. 

The Whiting Paper Company has a very fair trade and 
business is reported as being quite satisfactory. 

The mills in Berkshire County make the usual report of 
a fair business. 

Manufacturers in general are looking forward to the 
spring trade with expectations of good business.

Improved Business in Boston.

Reports from local paper dealers concerning the present 
status of business vary a little, some claiming to be hav- 
ing a much better volume of trade than during the same 
period of time last year, others saying that trade is quieter 
than it should be. From these varying statements 
it can be inferred that the consumptive demand for paper 
has shown an improvement within the past week or two, 
although the demand may not have been of sufficient 
volume to show itself in all directions. These aforesaid 
statements reflect the condition of trade with jobbers 
handling all grades of writing, book and print papers. 
Jobbers making a specialty of manilas and store wrap- 
pings report a fair volume of trade, or, as a dealer ex- 
pressed it: “We could do more; there have been times 
when we did less, so we are pleased that business is as 
good as it is.” Reports from manufacturers also vary, 
some grades of paper moving more freely than others. 
High grade book papers are in very good demand with 
manufacturers. The representative of a leading manila 
manufacturer stated that his company was shipping its 
production as fast as the paper was turned out, that 
every one of its machines was being run to the fullest 


capacity, which was not the case at this time last year. 
Water conditions are a little more favorable at present 
in many sections of New England. While no change in 
mill quotations have come to notice of late, prices are 
being firmly held and the tone of the market continues 
strong.

Heavier Demand in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, January 17, 1905.—In the jobbers’ ex- 
perience of the week there has been no heavy increase 
of business, but there has been a gradual and a steady 
one. And this experience has been very satisfactory, for 
the trade belitves it to be indicative of a very healthful 
and growing market and one which will make an account 
for 1905 larger and better than for many previous years. 
Save for the slight increase on parchments noted a week 
ago there has been no change in conditions locally. The 
market for every grade, save perhaps news, is strong, and 
in all prices are firmly held, though im news there is a 
weakening which may be followed by lower quotations. 
Book is im good demand on the part of the smaller pub- 
lishers amd the printers, manilas are steady and writings 
unchanged.

The book paper makers are confident of the future, but 
are not wery busy for the present, since the big publishers 
are about to take account of stock amd are not laying in 
for more than immediate demands, E. R. G.

Miami Valley Indications Bright. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, January 16, 1905.—Business conditions 
are reported to be good in nearly all quarters. Despite re- 
ports of hesitating trade from some sections, the best of 
feeling pervades here and the prospects of the year, which 
is still young and susceptible of mamy wagaries, are consid- 
ered to be of the best. When the machinery plants are 
busy the indications for a lively trade campaign are sig- 
nificantly brisk. It is a noteworthy fact that such concerns 
are employing more help and have a greater output than 
for mamy months. This improvement is noted in makers 
of paper mill machinery, turbines, pulp machinery, grind- 
ers, &c., and paper knives. 

At a meeting of the Commercial Club held the past week 
business conditions were reviewed at length by well known 
speakers, one of whom was a paper mill manager. He 
took am optimistic view of the situation in his speech and 
was supported by all the other speakers. The railroads 
are handling the output of the mills without much delay, 
and the only cause for complaint is the slow advance in 
the finished product in the face of the higher prices of raw 
materials.

George P. Wells Has a Narrow Escape. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Futton, N. Y., January 17, 1905.—George P. Wells, of 
this city, vice president of the Fulton Paper Company and 
the Granby Paper Company, had a narrow escape from 
death on Saturday. Mr. Wells was standing on a foot- 
board alongside the flume leading to the Granby mill di- 
rectly over the Fulton Paper Company’s tailrace. Men 
were engaged in chopping away ice, and Mr. Wells, envel- 
oped in a pea jacket, was also handling a bar and prying 
on the cakes of ice. In leaning over to dislodge a piece of 
ice he lost his footing and slipped into the icy water of 
the tailrace. At this point the current is very swift and 
he was unable to retain his hold upon the icy footboard, 
and was swept beneath the wooden flume, dashed against 
the braces and supports to the flume under the water, and 
carried on down the raceway. Mr. Wells could not swim, 
but grasped a floating cake of ice and so kept his head 
above the water. 

The men with whom Mr. Wells had been working saw 
him fall and hastened to his assistance, but could not get 
planks within his reach, and he was too benumbed with 
cold to help himself to any great extent. A rope was 
finally secured and thrown to him and he was able to grasp 
this just as his supporting cake of ice broke up, and was 
speedily drawn to the shore. The force of the current had 
carried him several hundred feet below the point at which 
he entered the water and he was benumbed with cold and 
quite exhausted when rescued. 

A physician was summoned, Mr. Wells rubbed and 
rolled to restore circulation, and he was removed to his 
home in Cayuga street, where he is reported to be resting 
comfortably. 

The escape of Mr. Wells was very narrow indeed. Be- 
neath the flume where he was carried by the swift cur- 
rent are ice formations, and had he been swept beneath 
them escape would have been impossible, as the pressure 
of the water would have held him beneath the surface and 
death would have been inevitable. Mr. Wells retained 
consciousness al] the time he was in the water and his 
knowledge of the location of the currents and obstruc- 
tions enabled him to escape from a situation which would 
probably have been fatal otherwise. 

This morning the physician reports that Mr. Wells is 
severely cut about the head, and bruised by contact with 
the posts and supports beneath the flume, and that he suf- 
fers from shock sustained in taking his unexpected plunge 
into the icy stream, but no serious results are appre- 
hended. B. 


Reorganization of Electric Company.

The property included in the deal and consisting of all the 
lighting and power plants between Allegan and Jackson, 
have been transferred to the new organization.

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DEATH OF WILLIAM STANIAR.

—Was an Englishman by Birth—Came Here 
When He Was 23 Years of Age. 


William Staniar, who wove the first Fourdrinier wire 
made in the United States, died at Belleville, N. J., on 
Wednesday of last week, January 11. 

When he was twenty-three years of age Mr. Staniar, 
who was engaged in weaving wires in Manchester, Eng- 
land, was induced to come to this country by his uncle,

The Dryden Pulp Mill. 


Fr. Witi1am, Ont., January 12, 1905.—Intense excite- 
ment prevailed here last week on account of the visit of 
Charles B. Gordon, managing director of the Dryden 
Board Mills, who arrived from the East with plans and 
specifications of the proposed pulp mill, explanations as 
to the cause of the delay in their erection and promises 
ef the ultimate completion of the undertaking which 
means so much to the future prosperity of Dryden par- 
ticularly and the surrounding district generally. The ob- 
ject of Mr. Gordon’s visit was to acquire further informa- 
tion on the matter by personal conference with those 
interested, to inspire their hopes and allay their fears. 
A public meeting was called, which was attended by a 
large number of merchants and interested citizens. 

Mr. Gordon addressed the meeting and presented a 
brief statement of affairs regarding the pulp mill from 
the company’s standpoint. He emphasized the fact that 
his people were perfectly sincere in their determination 
to construct the mill and stated that negotiations were 
in such shape as to warrant operations being commenced 
this year, probably before June mext. They had been 
working diligently and incessantly in this direction since 
they acquired the concession, but it takes time to negotiate 
so vast an undertaking as that under consideration, to in- 
terest a sluggish money market and to collect proper data 
and statistics for the purpose. English capital was now 
being interested in the project, with every prospect of a

Toronto, Canada, January 16, 1905.—Trade has been quiet 
during the week, as it is yet early for a heavy demand, but 
there is no feeling of easier prices. In fact, all paper men 
are predicting higher prices in the near future. In wrap- 
pings the discount has been reduced from 3 to 2 per cent. 
and the terms from ninety to sixty days. With present 
priccs for pulp wood paper makers say prices must rise.

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PUTTING ON A NEW WIRE. 


An Expensive Operation to the Paper Manufacturer and One 
That Receives Much Thought from Paper Makers 
—The New Method and the Old. 





Long before the appearance of the modern mathine in 
paper making, and before competition, trusts and the 
hustle and bustle of the present day existed, wires on pa- 
per machines would give out, and then new ones would be 
put on, but in a very different manner than now. 

In those days a wire would be run until it could run 
no longer, and then the other “tour” would be sent for, 
and a new wire would be put on. No boss machine 
tender was present to direct the work, and the bossing 
was done by the machine tenders, whose orders to the 
help would often conflict and cause much delay. The 
parts of the Fourdrinier, such as the guide roll, stretch 
roll, tube rolls, suction boxes and save-alls were light and 
could be easily handled by the men without the aid of any 
lifting devices. 

Despite these advantages three or four hours would be 
spent in putting on a wire. To a great extent this was 
due to the absence of any one man to direct the operation, 
as well as to the offhand way in which the men would 
work. There was no system about the matter, and some- 
times the third hand would be doing what a machine 
tender was supposed to do. This was the state of affairs 
in a one machine mill in which I was at that time em- 
ployed. Shortly afterward I accepted a position as ma- 
chine tender in a three machine mill, and it was there 
that I worked under the first boss machine tender that I 
ever saw. The mill would have run just as well without 
him, for he merely acted as a clerk and kept account of 
wires, felts, &. The truth of the matter was the machines 
were in a rut; that is, they had been running under their 
capacity for years; certain orders were run at a certain 
speed; a certain time was used to put on a felt wire or 
jacket, without any effort on anyone’s part to improve 
matters, 

However, a change in the paper business was taking 
place. New machines were being built, wider and faster 
running ones, with long wires and felts; new mills were 
being built that were going to produce an enormous 
amount of paper. It was the time when one might say 
that paper making was being modernized. 

The owners of the mill I worked in seemed to realize 
this, and very soon afterward a new superintendent and 
boss machine tender were put in charge of the mill. The 
change was wonderful. New ideas were put into opera- 
tion. The machines were speeded up and made runs that 
were considered impossible before. The time to put on a 
wire was cut in half under the direction of the new boss 
machine tender. All these things were done in *half the 
time it previously took, and before long the mill was 
considered as up to date as atly of those of that time. 
Now, however, we have the 122 inch, 138 inch, 140 inch, 
and even 164 inch machines, and putting a wire on these 
machines is not to be compared with doing the same on a 


72 or 80 or even 96 inch machine. The parts of these 
large machines are too heavy to be handled by the hands 
of men, so chain falls and rope tackles are resorted to, 
and with the aid of these the big rolls are moved as easily 
as were the ones of the smaller machines. Much thought 
is being devoted to putting on wires, with the object of 
shortening the time and making the operation much more 
simple. One thing indispensable to the successful putting 
on of wires nowadays is to have a boss machine tender, 
who can keep all hands busy, and at the same time have 
some system about the work. In some mills in putting 
on a wire each man employed about the work has some 
cerain part of it to do; and by this system much time is 
saved. Most modern machines have two top couch rolls, 
so that when the one on the machine, covered with the 
jacket, becomes worn the other roll, with jacket already 
on, is slipped into its place. A machine tender who gives 
his business’ much thought, told me recently that he 
thought he would see the day when a machine would 
have two Fourdrinier parts. He meant that one would be 
equipped with a new wire and be all ready to shove in 
place of the other should the wire give out. It might be, 
as nothing seems impossible in the present day. Mc. 


Fatal Accident in Pulp Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
Watertown, N. Y., January 16, 1905.—A fatal accident 
occurred at the Chateaugay Pulp Company’s mill at Chat- 
eaugay, N. Y., on Monday of last week. Wesley Johnson, 
an employee, was at work in the lower part of the mill 
keeping blocks of pulp wood from filling the mouth of the 
chute which conveys them to the grinders. Monday after- 
noon Mr. Johnson gave notice to the workman in the wood 
room above not to throw any more blocks of wood down the 
chute until he had cleared away the large pile which had 
accumulated. While he was thus employed, a fellow work- 
man, heedless of the notice, hurled a large piece of wood 
down the chute and it struck Mr. Johnson on the head, 
crushing the skull and rendering him unconscious. He died 
about three hours later. He was forty-five years of age.

Sicilian and American Sulphur. 


I inclose herewith a translation of an article which a; 
peared in I] Corriere di Catania on the sulphur questi: 
writes United States Consul Heingartner, from Catan 
Italy, 

There is considerable alarm felt here about the n 
competition to Sicilian sulphur. The fact that a 3,00 
ton shipment is about due at Marseilles, amd that pur 
chasers in the interior of Germany write exporters i: 
Catania that they have offers from Louisiana at lowe: 
prices (as the largest Sicilian exporter stated to me) an 
of equal quality, has had a very depressing effect on th: 
Sicilian sulphur trade. The total export of sulphur fron 
Sicily in 1903 was 476,013 tons, of which 160,280 ton 
went to the United States. The translation is as follow 

Cav. Malato, mayor of Porto Empedecle, sends us 
the following report of the deliberation of the town 
council of Porto Empedocle on October 6, 1904, regard 
ing the reports from America concerning its sulphur 
production, which threatens to damage the Sicilian sul 
phur interests. 

“The town council is alarmed at the great develop 
ment of the Louisiana sulphur mines, which mow produce 
so much as to be able to supply not only the markets 
of Central and Western America but also the Eastern 
markets. Furthermore, Mexico contains sulphur beds 
which are being worked by an enterprising company, 
which perhaps will introduce its product in New York, 
and likely in Europe, at a price much lower than that of 
Sicilian sulphur. Assuming these reports to be true, 
Sicily would be doubly damaged if not prepared, specially 
if the mineral product in those localities, besides being 
abundant, as it is said, is in quality equal, if not superior, 
to the Sicilian product; therefore, the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

“1. The Minister of Agriculture; Industry and Com- 
merce should be impressed. with the necessity of send- 
ing at once a competent technical committee to Louisiana 
and Mexico in order to make inquiries and report on the 
extent of the deposits of the mineral, its quantity and 
quality, the possibilities of its extraction, at what price 
it could be produced, and to what extent it may damage 
Sicilian sulphur interests. 

“2. Our chambers of commerce should be informed of 
the above and their assistance should be asked in present 
ing our request to the Minister of Agriculture, Industry 
and Commerce, 

“3. The editors of all Sicilian newspapers are requested 
to publish the above proposal, support it and make it 
known to all interested parties, who should also consider 
the matter and act in such way as to induce the minister 


to take the necessary steps in favor of Sicilian trade.”

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STARTING A LARGE MACHINE. 


The Various Things That Have to Be Looked After—The 
Duties of the Machine Tender and 
His Helpers. 


The machine tender enters the mill at 6:30 a. m. Mon- 
day. If you asked him his name he would have to stop 
and think before he could answer you correctly. His mind 
is on his machine and the order he is about to start on. 
After getting into his working clothes he puts steam in 
the dryers by opening the live steam valve and shutting the 
exhaust trap from the steam engine. He then takes the 
water hose and wets the wire thoroughly, and is very cer- 
tain that it is clear of any substance that would injure it 
before he strikes in the lever that starts it in motion. His 
felts are then started and the shower pipe valve is opened 
so that the felt is wet thoroughly. The second and third 
felts receive like treatment, and the “doctor cloths” are wet 
and placed upon the doctors. Next the dryers are started, 
and the machine tender anxiously watches wire, felts and 
wire guides to see that all are running steady. The “plugs” 
are then placed in the head box and “sand boxes,” and the 
water is turned on into the save-alls under the wire, and is 
very soon circulating from head box through the wire to 
save-alls and then into the fan pump box, thence to the 
sand boxes, and then through the screens and back to the 
head box. 

The machine tender now goes to the order book and 
notes the order he is to run on. After some figuring he 
changes the speed of the machine and moves the deckle 
frame to make the sheet wider. He then adjusts the levers 
on the couch rolls and felts and places weights upon them 
to aid in drying the paper. The water is next shut off 


from the felts and the felts are tightened by means of the 
stretch roll. 


The machine tender then feels the dryers and, deciding 
that they are too hot, he shuts off steam. After assuring 
himself that no spots of grease or stuff are on the wire 
and that everything else is ready, he goes to the stuff box 
and puts on the stuff, which soon makes its appearance in 
the head box. He opens the gate and allows it to flow on 
the wire. As it passes between the couch rolls it clings to 
the surface of the top couch, and keeps the backtender 
busy trying to “squirt” it down with a stream of water 
from the hose. Meanwhile the machine tender is like a 
“jumping jack.” He is all over the Fourdrinier part, as it 
seems, at the same instant, being first on the back side and 
then the front, changing the suction heads and slices, shut- 
ting off water and regulating the flow of stuff onto the 
wire. Things are finally straightened out, and he directs 
the backtender to “take her over.” When the paper is 
spread on the first felt the machine tender adjusts the draw 
of paper from wire to felt by means of the shifting ap- 
paratus on the cone pulleys that drive these parts of the 
machine. He does the same with the other felts as the 
paper is placed from one to the other. 


Trouble is met with on the dryers, they being too hot, 
and the paper breaks on them two or three times, while 
the machine tender swears and shuts off steam. The paper 
is finally put through the calenders, after the floor has been 
covered knee deep with “broke.” Everyone is hot and mad 
and they flounder through the broke like bathers in the 
ocean surf. But they have got “her” on the reel, so what's 
the difference if “she” will only stay there. This is accom- 
plished by some mighty big hustling on the machine tend- 
er’s part for the next two hours, until “she” gets straight- 
ened out, and then everyone is good natured, the floor is 
swept clean and “she” runs without a‘ break.

into an illegal combination for the purpose of controllin; 
the manufacture, prices and sales of such paper. At th: 
request of the Executive, the Attorney General is at pres 
ent engaged in the investigation of these corporations, an 
will take such action thereon as the facts disclosed and ou: 
present statutes warrant. 

“But unless proper legislation is at once passed, it i 
doubtful if anything can be accomplished by the State au 
thorities. 

“I would recommend that in addition to providing fo: 
the forfeiture of the charter of the offending corporation, 
or in the case of a foreign corporation the denial of its 
right to transact business in this State, severe penaltie: 
should be imposed upon the officers and agents of such 
corporations who are responsible for the violation of laws.”

This will be installed 1 
the Victoria No. 4 mill, the present 62 inch machine bx 
ing thrown out. 

The Victoria Paper Mills Company at present operates 
three machines, all running on fibre and bag papers 
Some years ago the company turned out tissue pape: 
from its No. 3 mill and its entry into the tissue business 
now will be only a renewal of old trade acquaintances 

The new machine consists of eight 90 inch dryers, 48 
inches in diameter, and is a one cylinder machine. A 
seven roll stack of calenders is at the finishing end, and 
the whole will be driven by a 75 horse power engine 
The speed changer will be of the cone type. To accom 
modate the machine considerable changes will be made 
necessary in the mill building, and 
permits this work will be commenced. 

Two 1,500 pound iron tub beating engines, with iron 
bottoms, have been purchased from the E. D. Jones & 
Sons Company, of Pittsfield, Mass., for installation in 
connection with the new machine, and a 42 inch McCor- 
mack horizontal water wheel will be used to drive the 
beater line.

The Bidding at Washington. 


The bidding for the contracts for supplying paper to 
the Public Printer at Washington last Thursday, the re- 
sults of which were fully set forth in a supplement to last 
week’s issue of THe Paper Trape JourNnat, developed 
some interesting facts. In many of the lines there seems 
to have been a marked unanimity of opinion as to the prices 
that Uncle Sam should pay for his paper, and in book 
paper especially there are as many “ties” as if one man 
had prepared all the bids. Prices are a shade lower than 
last year, and are considerably lower than the figure at 
which private printers and publishers of unquestioned re- 
sponsibility could purchase equal sized lots, even with all

Rope paper dropped a point, the low bid last year being 
4.6 cents and this year 4.5 cents. 

Bond paper, as shown by the low bids last year and this, 
remains at 10.9 cents, and first class ledger, at 12.8 cents, is 
unchanged. Second class ledger, however, shows a drop 
of four points, the low price last year being 6.9 cents, as 
against 6.5 cents, the low price in this year’s competition. 

Tissue paper declined a shade, going at $1.20 per ream 
for 22% by 28 last year and $1.15 for similar paper this 
year. Cream laid typewriter paper advanced, the low price 
last year being $2.89, and this year $3.12. Cream laid let- 
ter also gained a trifle, going at $3.81 last year and $3.87 
this year. 


The attention of the Treasury Department has been 
called to the fact that, at certain of the customs ports of 
entry, merchandise is imported without requiring bills of 
lading to be produced, and the question has been raised as 
to whether or not such a practice should be continued. It 
appears that such bills of lading are required upon entry in 
all cases except where merchandise is imported by high- 
way and no bill of lading therefor is in existence, and in 
cases where goods are imported by rail consigned on the 
invoice therefor to the customs agent of the transporting 
company for entry, and the carriers desire to pay all duties 
and charges and retain possession of the goods for final 
delivery to the ultimate consignee. Section 1 of the Cus- 
toms Administrative Act of June 10, 1890, provides, in 
effect, that all imported merchandise shall, for customs 
purposes, be deemed to be the property of the consignee 
thereof, and that the holder of a bill of lading consigned to 
order and indorsed by the consignor shall be deemed to be 
the consignee thereof. It also appears that it is not the 
practice of some transportation companies and express 
companies to issue bills of lading for merchandise trans- 
ported by them, and it would be an obvious injustice to re- 
fuse to perniit entry to be made until the bill of lading 
should be presented where no such bill of lading is in ex- 
istence. The holder of a bill of lading naming him as con- 
signee or properly indorsed to him is, however, to be con- 
clusively presumed to be the owner of the goods; and while 
such bill of lading is not the only evidence of ownership, 
it is undoubtedly the best evidence, and no other evidence 
of ownership should be accepted in lieu thereof unless it be 
first shown that there is no bill of lading in existence, or 
its absence be satisfactorily explained. Collectors of cus- 
toms have therefore been advised that bills of lading should 
be required to be produced upon entry in all cases, unless 
it be shown by evidence satisfactory to them that there is 
no such bill of lading in existence, or its absence be satis- 
factorily accounted for, and a bond in such amount as is 
deemed necessary be given for the production of same. 


Under the title of “American Dumping” the World’s 
Paper Trade Review of London says: 

“The action taken by the American Government against 
the International Paper Company, of New York, on the 
ground that it is a combination in restraint of trade, is not 
without interest to paper makers in his country. It is al- 
leged by American newspaper publishers that the Interna- 
tional Company advances prices unduly, and proof as to this 
will rest to a considerable extent on the low prices the 
trust secures for its ‘dumped’ output in Great Britain. 
The Government is understood to be in possession of facts 
indicating that after deducting transportation expenses the 
trust sells paper in Great Britain at a price that would 
net it the same profit if it were sold in America for $1.80 
per 100 pounds, whereas its price in the States is from 70 
cents to $1 higher. It is anticipated that much interesting 
information concerning the ways and means of dumping 
will be brought out at the trial.” 

This is a good paragraph, but it would be better were 
it not for the misinformation that it contains. In the first 
place the Government has not sued the International Paper 
Company, of New York, but the General Paper Company, 
of Wisconsin, and in the next place news is not selling here 
at from $2.50 to $2.80 a hundred. 


The business of the year is opening up well in the paper 
and pulp industry. There is a healthy demand that is 
growing larger each day and prices are generally held firm 
while in some lines more money is being asked. The out- 
look is bright and there is a confidence in the general situ- 
ation that will be productive of good results.

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THE BLEACHING OF WOOD PULP. 


The Amount of Bleach Consumed Per Ton of Pulp—Experi- 
ments Showing Rate of Consumption—The 
Selection of Samples. 





In order that experiments on the amount of bleach 
consumed by one ton of a certain pulp shall give con- 
sistent and uniform results it is mecessary to exercise 
some care in the selection of samples, say R. W. Sindall, 
F. C. S., and F. Heckford. This refers more particularly 
to laboratory trials on consignments delivered for mill 
use. When we consider that 4 or 5 grams of pulp 
(453 grams=1 pound avoirdupois) have to be taken 
as representative of a delivery of say 50 tons air dry pulp, 
it is obvious that careful discrimination must be exercised 
in drawing sheets for ultimate analysis. 

The process known as “quartering,” so common in the 
operation of sampling ores, may be adopted in principle; 
at least, with great advantage. In its application to the 
method of sampling pulp we proceed as follows: 

If the parcel of 50 tons consists of 400 bales, take sixteen 
or twenty bales, equivalent to 4 or 5 per cent. of the total 
number, from various sections of the stack. Where pos- 
sible it is far better to take every twentieth bale from 
the consignment as it is being delivered into the mill. 
Out of each bale draw a sheet, preferably from the cen- 
tre. Cut each sheet into four parts. Reject three of the 
quarter sheets, and keep the twenty quarter sheets for 
analysis. 

The laboratory sample thus obtained gives an ample 
supply for several duplicate tests, and also sufficient pulp 
to be kept asa reserve for reference. 

The small quantity necessary for bleaching, viz. 4 
to 5 grams, can be obtained by cutting out small 
discs with an ordinary cork borer, two or three discs 
being taken from each sheet. Or strips one-quarter inch 
wide can be cut from all the laboratory sheets, and 
divided into suitable lengths. 

This method is simple, and ensures accurate results. 

In our previous article we suggested that the rate of 
bleach consumption might be studied with advantage as 
probably affording some data for the investigation of the 
nature of the constituents of wood pulp. We now give 
the results of some preliminary trials in this direction. 

Experiment I.—Brand C.—An ordinary soda wood 
pulp. Fifty grams air dry pulp with 450 cc. bleach liquor 
at 65° Fahr. (containing bleach solution equivalent to 11.7 
grams of dry bleaching powder). 

Experiment iI.—Brand B.—A sulphite pulp. About 
14 per cent. of bleaching powder, calculated on the air- 
dry weight of pulp, added. Actual consumption for color 
required amounted to 12.5 per cent. 

Experiment III.—Brand A.—A sulphite wood of good 
color, requiring a consumption of 8 per cent. of bleach. 

Setting out in tabular form the rate at which the 
amount of dry bleaching powder is consumed, we obtain 
the following results, expressed in terms of the percent- 
age rate. The total bleach added is taken as 100 and 
the proportions consumed each hour are taken as per- 
centages of the total:

It will be noticed that in none of these cases was the 
total bleach consumed in the seven hours. If the figures 
are plotted out on a curve, the differences in behavior 
become very clear and may be expressed in definite form. 

Thus with Brand C, we have 2 pulp which bleaches 
very rapidly during the first hour, and then bleaches at 
a uniform rate for the succeeding four hours, and sub- 
sequently consumes bleach very slowly. 

In the case of Brand B, the pulp bleaches somewhat 
rapidly during the first hour, and then the rate of con- 
sumption is quite uniform for the following six hours. 

Finally with Brand A, the pulp, in common with most 
brands, consumes bleach rapidly at first, but afterward the 
rate of consumption gets slower and slower. 

These three brands are typical of the conditions which 
will occur with the majority of pulps. The rate of con- 
sumption beyond the period of seven hours is not of 
immediate interest to the paper maker, but it is still a 
question of some moment in an investigation of this kind. 
The period for absolute and final disappearance of the 
total bleach added was not determined in these prelimi- 
nary trials. 

The behavior of the pulp when brought into contact 
with bleach solution can be studied by paper makers to 
some extent without special appliances or chemicals pro- 
vided they possess some fairly sensitive balance and a few 


measuring vessels. The following rough and ready method 
may be adopted with advantage in many circumstances, al- 
though the results are only approximate and cannot be ac- 
cepted as correct enough for purposes of settling any dis- 
putes. 

Take 200 grams of the pulp. Soak in a little warm 
water. Place in a large pickle bottle with the smallest 
possible quantity of water. Add a few beads and shake 
vigorously. Most pulps can be broken up sufficiently for a 
laboratory test in this way. Divide the wet mass into a 
number of equal parts, e. g., ten lots, so that each lot rep- 
resents 200 grams of the original air dry pulp. Some 
pulps will not break up easily by this method, and then the 
pestle and mortar must be used in order to ensure com- 
plete disintegration. Unless the pulp is thoroughly broken 
up, tke mass bleaches unevenly and does not give uniform 
results. 

Now to each lot placed in an ordinary basin add various 
quantities of clear bleach liquor from mill stock, so as to 
obtain a series of bleaching tests. If the mill stock of 
liquor stands 6° Twaddell then it is sufficient to take 
the following data: 

1 gallon of 6° liquor = % pound of good bleaching pow- 
der. 

1,000 cc. of 6° liquor = 50 grams of good bleaching pow- 
der. 

From this assumption it is possible to work out the sev- 
eral quantities of liquor required in the experiment sug- 
gested. 

We give a table showing the necessary volumes for cer- 
tain percentages of dry powder:

If all these mixtures are started simultaneously, it is 
only necessary to stir them occasionally and to note the 
time at which the bleach liquor in each becomes exhausted. 
The time of exhaustion is determined by means of starch 
and iodide test papers, which give a blue coloration as 
long as the mixture contains any available chlorine. The 
observer will then add another column to the above table 
setting out the various periods of exhaustion. 

This experiment not only serves to bring out clearly the 
rate of consumption, but also gives information as to the 
amount of bleach required to produce a certain result in 


In one experiment with soda pulp, broken up in the 
manner described, and bleached at a temperature of 40° 
C., we obtained results as follows :

In this case the pulp reached a fair color with a con- 
sumption of 16 per cent. bleach, the maximum being ob- 
tained with 20 per cent. Naturally, if the former color is 
sufficient for the paper maker, it is possible to effect a con- 
siderable saving in bleach and time. It is not to be sup- 
posed that with a potcher full of pulp the soda wood will 
come up to a maximum color in the time given. In many 
cases five to seven hours are required for a full bleach, 
and when the final color obtained by the usual percentage 
of powder comes somewhat lower than is desired it is a 
common practice to add a little further bleach and continue 
the operation. Such a method does not always succeed, 
since the pulp is associated with a large proportion of solu- 
ble organic compounds removed by the bleach originally 
added, so that no improvement results. If the further ad- 
dition of bleach proves to be prejudicial, it is advisable to 
drain off the liquor from the pulp, and allow the latter to 
steep in a little fresh bleach. This entails delay and ad- 
ditional expense which the paper maker is not favorably 
disposed to meet. The precise causes of the great differ- 
ences in the behavior of pulp under the conditions of ordi- 
nary bleaching are not yet properly understood and ap- 
preciated.

Multiple Bar Refining Engine. 


There is shown in the accompanying illustration the 
cone from the patent multiple bar refining engine, the sim- 
plicity and efficiency of which are obvious. The conven- 
ience for refilling and the means of multiplying the bars to 
accommodate any class of work can be seen at a glance. 
The wood spaces between the steel blades are so con- 
structed that the old expensive way of rechipping a refin- 
ing engine cone is done away with. The wood filling is so 
arranged that it can be chipped off in thin layers, insuring 
uniform clearness all over the cone. Any intelligent work- 
man can do the work in much less time than was required 
by a skilled mechanic in the old way. 

The “multiple bar” filling can be applied to any engine 
no matter what type or maker, and by its use on an ordi- 
nary cone it is said that from 15 to 25 per cent. more 





reference to color. For example, the color gradually im- 
proves as we pass from test No. 1 up the scale towards test 
No. 10. The differences in color at the same time get less 
until at length we get to some test which fails to give a 
better result, in point of color, than the one below. 

In the case of a pulp which requires about 16 per cent. of 
dry bleach the changes in color between tests numbered 
7 and 8 will be very slight. Test No. 8 may represent a 
maximum of color with a certain percentage of bleach, 
which maximum it may not be necessary to reach for the 
particular paper being manufactured. This is a matter for 
the paper maker to decide. 

The results of an experiment of this kind are very in- 
structive, and can be permanently and conveniently re- 
corded by means of sample sheets, which can be made 
readily on the Temperley syphon mold, a useful piece of 
apparatus for this work. - 

The advantage of an approximate test of the character 
indicated lies chiefly in its convenience and in the fact 
that no chemical standard solutions are necessary. The 
experiment can be carried out with several modifications, 
such as variations in temperature, variations in the propor- 
tion of air dry pulp in the moist mixture, and so on. 


working suface is secured. By multiplying the bars the 
surface can be increased to any required limit for all kinds 
of stock. 

The builders of the engine also claim for it an economy 
in time, power and dollars in overcoming that congestion 
of the stock which occurs in other types at’ the entrance of 
the plug and shell and after it has taken its course through 
to the short section of the Jordan knives, where it again 
bunches and is ground down, then passing through smaller 
openings distributes it to a larger space, and finally finds 
its way out ready for the machine. This is overcome by 
the method of filling which furnishes no congesting places, 
as the openings are all uniform and regular, thus giving the 
stock no chance to bunch or congest at any point, and in- 
suring absolutely uniform and perfect treatment for the 
stock during its entire course through the engine. 

Elsewhere in this number of THe Paper Trape JourNaL 
is shown a picture of the entire engine. The engine is 
operating in a number of mills and has received the in- 
dorsements of those who use it. Full particulars con- 
cerning it, with the list of mills now using it, can be had 
upon request to the builders, the Appleton Machine 
Works, Appleton, Wis.

PAPER.—The general report in regard to business is 
that for January trade is quite good. Both the dealers 
and the agents of the manufacturers join in saying that, 
considering the time of year, the demand is satisfactory. 
Prices remain unchanged despite the efforts of the manu- 
facturers to advance them. The arguments of the paper 
makers for higher prices, by the way, received a setback 
last week, when the bids for paper for the Public Printer 
were opened at Washington, D. C. The unexpectedly 
low quotations shown by the bidding have had a bearish 
effect on the market. On the face of the low prices dis- 
closed by the bids at Washington the manufacturers can- 
not, it is believed, make any advances till the demand 
for paper strengthens considerably. In the present state 
of the market the quotations that have prevailed for some 
months are still in force. Should low water continue 
to trouble the mills a stiffening in prices will be in order, 
especially if the demand for the various grades expands 
with the revival of general business after the January 
dullness” News paper is steady at about the old figuresy 
A gradual stiffening in the quotations for news is looked 
for as the consumption increases, as it usually does, from 
February till the middle of June. In Manilas the market 
is in pretty good shape, all the mills being busy, with 
the jobbing demand also of somewhat larger proportions 
than the average for January. Book papers are reported 
firm at the old prices. In them the outlook for increased 
business is considered very good. Writings are moving 
a little better than they have been since the first of the 
year, still the situation in Writings is not as strong, com- 
paratively, as that of the other grades of paper. Box 
Boards continue in rather good demand and at low prices.
